Passed Over Battle-

Although first quarterly reports of 


battlefield guides show that 30,113 
persons were conducted over the local 
field in the months of April, May and 
June, members of the guides' associa- 
tion say that that figure represents 
only one-fifth of the tourists who ac- 
tually visited all or part of the battle 
ground. 


According to leading guides, only 


one person in every five secures the 
services of a guide, and the total 
number of tourists who visited all or 
part of the field during the 
first 


quarter for whicii reports were asked 
by the war department, is well over 
the 150,000 mark. 


Of the 103 licensed guide.s, only 96 


operated and turned in reports for 
the quarter ending June 30, according 
to W. C. StoiTick, superintendent of 
guides.

Victim Of Blast 


Jumped Into Lake 


New York, July 12.—The first 


account of the explosion at Dover, 
N. J., by one of the victims was 
given Sunday by Private Ephraim 
Erwin, a marine from the Brooklyn 
Navy Yard. Erwin was a member 
of a detachment which went to 
Dover Saturday for target practice. 


''I was standing about 100 yards 


from shell-house No. 21 when a 
bolt of lightning struck a tree, 
splitting it in two and setting lire 
to it," he said. "Sparks from the

which blew up immediately, throw- 
ing parts of shells, wood and dirt 
high into the air.

is an evacuated area, its road guarded 
by sentries, their bayonets fixed and 
rifles loaded. Refugees are creeping 
back to their ruined homes to search 
for their treasures, to find pet ani- 
mals and to reclaim whatever of their 
possessions that were not destroyed.

The explosion which destroyed the
